The manner of chooſing 4 Speaker 


in Parltament. 


HE day the Speaker is choſen, the Proceed- 

i0Z hath been in this manner : Some per- 
ſon ( when the generality of Members 
: are come and fit ) doth put the Houle in 
mind, That for their better proceedings in the weigh- 
ty Aﬀairs they are come about, their firſt work is to 
appoint a Speaker; and recommends to the Houle 
ſome Perſon of fitneſs and ability fer that Service ard 
Diznity ; which uſually hath been one of the long 
Robe. It the Houſe generally give a Teſtimony of 
their Approbation, two of the Members ( which for 
the moſt part were of the Council or Chief Officers 
of the Court ) going to the Gentleman named, and 
agreed to be Speaker, take him from his place, and 
lead him unto the Chair, where being let, they re- 
turn to their places. 

lt more then one perſon be named for Speaker, 
and it be doubtful who is more generally cholen; 
ſometimes one of the Members Randing in his place, 
doth by direction or leave of the Houle, put a que- 
ſtion for determining the ſame. 

In the fri Seffton of the Parliament 12 Facobi, 
Sir Edward Phelips, the Kings Serjeant at Law was 
fhrſt named by Mr. Secretary #erhert, as fit for that 
place, in regard of his Knowledge of the Laws, the 
Sift of Utterance, his long experience and Praftice 
in Parliament; after ſome ſilence, the names of 0- 
thers were mentioned, but the more general voice 
720 vpon Sir Edward Philips, who thereupon Road 
A. 2 up

up, and made a Speech to excule and diſable himſelf; 
but the Houſe, notwithſtanding his excuſe, was wil- 
ling to proceed to a Queſtion, and direRed the Clerk 
fitting at the Board ( as the Order is before the Speak- 
er be choſen, lo it is entred in the Journal of that 
Seſſion ) to make the Queſtion upon his name, viz. 
All that will beve Sir Edward Phelips Speaker, ſay, 
Yea, ©r. Which done, and he being by general Ac- 
clamation cholen Speaker, he was by Sir Fohn Herbert 
and Sir-Fdward Stafford ( leading, him as the form is) 
Placed in the Chair, the antient Seat of Speakers : 
where being ſet. after ſome (ilence he ſtood up and 
madea gratulatory Speech of Form and Thanks. 

The firſt buſineſs in the Houſe is ordinarily to 
read a Bill that was not paſſed in the laſt Parliament 
preceeding, or ſome new Bill; as in that of 1 Facs- 
bi, a new Bill, Entituled, Touching Common Recoveries 
againſt Infants, was read. 

But on that day before that was done, there was a 
Motion made tor Priviledgs of Sir Thomas Shirley, 
who was choſen a Member to ſerve in that Parhament, 
but detained by an Arreſt  upen which a Habeas cor- 
pus was awarded, and the Serjeant that Arreſted him 
and his Yeoman ſeat for, and a Cammittee for Ele- 
ions and Priviledges choſen.

Hen the Speaker is ſet in his Chair, every 
Member is to fit in his place with his head 
covered. 
No Member in coming into the Houſe, or in re- 
movirg from his place, is to paſs between the Speaker 


av any Member then ſpeaking 3 nor may cro's or £0 
OVC1= 
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oyetrhwart the Houſe; or paſs from one [ile to the 
other while the Houſe is fitting. 

No Member is to come into the Houſe with his 
Head covered, nor to remove from one place to ano- 
ther with his Hat on, nor is to put on his Hat in com- 
ing in or removing, untill he be fat down in his 
Place. 

While the Houſe is fitting, no man ought to ſpeak 
or whiſper to another, to the end the Houſe may 
fot be interrupted when any are ſpeaking ; but evc- 
ry one is to attend unto what is ſpoken. In which 
Cale, Penalties haye been impoſed ; as 4. Dzcem. 
1640 andat other tiraes. 

When any Member intends to ſpeak, he is to ſtand 
up in his place uncovered, and addreſs himſelf to the 
Speaker, who uſually calls ſuch' perſon by his name, 
that the Houle may take notice who it is that peaks. 

If more then one ſtand up at once, the Speaker is 
to determine who was firſt up, and he is toſpeak, and 
the other fit down, unleſs he who was firſt up fit 
dawn again, and give way tothe other, or that ſome, 
other Member ftand up and acquaint the Houſe, that 
another was up before him, whom the Speaker calls 
and the Houſe adjudge it lo. 

While one is ſpeaking, none elſe is to ſtand up or 
interrupt him untill he have done ſpeaking and 
be ſat down, and then any other may riſe up and 
ſpeak, obſerving the Rules.

The Cemmittees for Religion, Grievances and

This Committee is conftituted of particular Mem- 
bers named by the Houſe. 

2i Jac9%1, Upon naming a Committee for Privi- 
tedges and EleQtions, a Motion was made, That all 
that come $should have Voices : but Sir Thomas Crew 
then $peaker ( and well verſed in Rules of Parlia- 
ment ) minded the Houſe, That by the Orders of the 
Houle, that was not to be done 5 and by divers 0- 
ther Members, it was inſifted on, to be contrary to 
all former Precedents; yet upon the Debate a Que- 
ſftion was put, Whether all that should come $hould 
have voices at that Committee; and it paſſed in the 
Negative. And another Queſtion being put, Whe- 
ther the perſons nominated only should be of that 
Committee ; it was reſolved in the Affirmative, 

It was then alſo agreed, That Eommcil ſhould be ad- 
mitted at that Commintee. 

The Power anciently given to this Committee, ap- 
pears by the Entry in the Journal Book 26 Feb. 
1600. in 39. Eliz. That this Committee ſhould, du- 
ring all that preſent ſiting of Parliament, examine and 
make report of all ſuch Ceſos touching the EleFions and 
Returns of any the Knights, Citizens, Burgeſſes and Ba- 
rons of the Houſe. And alſo, of all ſuch Caſes for Tri- 
viledges, as in any wiſe may occurr or fall out during all 
the 7,1 Seſſion of TO » robe cnd, the Houſe up- 
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0n Report of the ſame Examinations, "gw proceed tO ſuch 
further Courſe in every the ſame Caſes as ſpall 
thought fit. 

And notice was given, That all the Members of; 

the Houſe might repair thither as there ſhould be 
caule, 
This later Power touching Priviledge ſeems to 
have been inſerted to prevent the Houſes being trou- | 
bled with Informations, untill they were examined 
and ripe for a Determination. 

But in other Parliaments, both before and fince, 
that Power doth not appear to have been given them 
ſo ablolutely ; but matters of Priviledge were, upon 
Information to the Houle, there heard, "and nor in a 
Committee, unlels in ſome ſpecial Caf es, wherein 
there was cauſe of Examination, or of ſome prepara- 
tion of a Charge; as in Cale of Smaley, 23 Eliz. and 
many other Caſes. 

The Power of this Committee uſually was, as it 1s 
entered 6 November, 1640. To examine and conſider all , 
Queſtions mhich ſhall grow and ariſe in that Tarliament | 
about Elettions. Returns and other Previtedges. Or, as | 
in the Parliament 1 Faceh7, thus : This Committee 
are to examine al; matters queſtionable rouching Privis 
ledges and Keturns, aud rs acquaint the Houſe with their 
proceedings, fromrime to time, jo, as Order may oe 14- 
kn. according 10 the occaſion, and agreeable 10 ancient 
Cuſton and Precedent. 

And to the end theſe Queſtions might be ſpeedily 
determined : and the Houſe might know their Mem» 
bers, Days are uſually a{higned, beyond which there 
{hall be no queſtioning a former Eletlion.

Some queſtions have been, where there have been 
double Indentures returaed tor ſeveral perſons for the 
ſame place, whether all or any, or which of them 
ſhould fit. 

The general rule and prattice hath been in ſuch 
caſe, That neither one nor other ſhould fit in the 
Houſe, until it were either decided or Ordered by 
the Houle : "Therefore in April 1649. the Lord High 
Steward, who had power by himſelf or his Deputies, 
to miniſter the Oaths of Supremacy and Allegiance 
to a!] Members returned, before they fat in the 
Honfe, gave Order, That where there were more 
returned for any one place then ought to be, there 
ſhould be none of them ſworn till it were decided by 
the Houſe who were ducly Eletted, But that which 

ay ſatisfie herein, is the Order of the Houſe in that 
Parliament, that if any fit in the Houſe, that are re- 
turned by more Indentures. then uſual, they ſhould 
withdraw till the Committee for Priviledges had fur- 
ther Ordered. 

In the Parliament begun Aprzl, 1640. and Novem- 
ber, 164C. It was moved 5 That where ſome are re- 
turned by the Sheriff or ſuch other Officer, as in Law 
hath power to Return, an>Fothers by private hands 5; 
there thoſe returned by the Sheriff or ſuch Officer, 
ſhould fit cill the EleRion he quaſhed by the Hoale. 

But nothing was Ordered upon it. 

24 Feb. 1623. vir Francis Popham being returned 
a Burgeſs for Chippenham by one Indenture, and ano- 
ther perſon returned for thefame place by another In- 
dentyre : It was moved he might be admitted into the 
Honſe till the matter were determined againſt him, 
and a prececent quoted in Sir Thomas Wren worths

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Caſe the laft preceedent Parliament. But it was then 
intiſted on by the Chancellor of the Dutchy and 0- 
tkers, That this being a Caſe of a double Return, he 
was not to be admitted, and ſo it was reterred to the 
Committee for Priviledges. His Caſe being report- 
ed g, £pril, he was judged to be duely Eletted. 

21. Facobi, Twe Indentures were returned for 
Southwark, the one returned Yarrow and Mingy, the 
other Z4rrow and Bromfiel4:;, upon a Report from the 
Committee for Ele&ions, it was reſolved, That the 
Election and Return for Yxrr8w ſhould ſtand good, 
and that he ſhould fit in the Houſe.

Grand Committees, and their manner of Proceedings. 


Grand Committee conlifts of as many Members, 

atleaft, as conſtitute the Houſe (leſs may not 
fit or a& as a Committee ) who have general Powers to 
confider of any Matters touching the ſubje&t Matter re- 
ferred, and to preſent their Opinions therein to the 
Houſe, the better to prepare Matters of that nature, or 
Bills therein, for the Houſe; which may better be pre- 
pared, by the liberty that every Member hath ina 
Grand Committee, as well as in other Committees, t 
ſpeak more then once te the ſameButlineſs( if there bg 
cauſe ) which 1s not permitted in the Houle, 

But Grand Committees have their Powers and Rules 
in other Circumftances, given them inexpreſs words by 
the Houſe; as, to ſend for Witneſſes. to hear Council, 
or aſſign them on either part, to ſend for Records , 
which appears by ſeveral Motions made in the Parliay 
ment 21. Facobi. Sir Robert Ph-lips (a perſon of muck 
Experierice in the Courfe and Orders of Parliament ) 
moved the Houſe from the G:an Committce for Courts 
of Juſtice, that they might have Power in the particu» 
lars aforeſaid. 

8. Mertii. and 13. Mzrtii in the ſame Parliament, 
upon Report from the Commictee aforefaid, ( which 
then was a Grand Committee ) the Houſe was moved

Some queſtion hath been touching the time in which 
the Priviledge 15 to be allowed, and the manner how it

For the firſt, the Precedents are very numerous for al- 
lowing Priczedge during the Seſſion. 

i. For their own perſons, They have been priviledg- 
ed from Suits, Arreſts, Impriſonments, attendants on 
Tryals, ſerving in Juries, and the like; yea, from he- 
13g Summoned or called to attend upon any Suit in other 
Courts by $15pana ſerved on them. To begin with the 
latter. Subpana. 

In the Parliament 4.9 5 Phil. © Mariz, 29. Fanud- 
ry, 1557. Thomas Enny's Burgeſs for the Borough of Tu:k 
complained that a Supzns was delivered him to appear in 
Chancery, and required the priviledge of the Zouſe 3 
whereupon Sir Clement Higham and Mr. Recorder of Zon« 
don were ſent to the L, Chancellor to revoke the Procels. 

And albeit an Entry is made in the Journal 10 Febru- 
arii, 1584.26. Elizabeth, that upon Motion made touch- 
ing the Opinion of the Houſe for Priviledge, in caſe of 
a Subpena (erved out of the Chancery upon Mr. Richard 
Cook a Member of the Houſe : It was Ordered that the 
Recorder of London, and two other Members of the 
Houſe attended by the Serjeant, Should repair preſently 
in the name of the whole Houſe into the body of the 
Court of Chancery, and there to fignify to the Lord 
Chancellor and maſters of the Rolls, That by the Anti- 
ent Liberties of this Houſe, the Members ef the tame 
are priviledged from being ſerved with Subpzna's: and tq 


+ require withal, not only the diſcharge of Mr. Cook's Ap- 
pearance, but trom thzncetorth to grant Priviledge far 
other Nembers, upon the requeſt ot the Houſe hgnih- 
ed under the Speaker's hand : which Mr. Recorder and 
' the reſt did accordingly . But they return this Anſwer, 
That the Lord Chancellor told them, he knew no ſuch 
Priviledge touching at and would not allow it, 
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unleſs the Houſe did prove it had been allowed alſo in 
that Court of Chancery : whereupon Precedents were 
diretted to be viewed ; but within few days after the 
Parliament ended.

The excuſe was, Finch was an Atterney at law, yet it 
being avowed by Sir Nicholas Saxdys, that Finch lay in 
his houſe, ſolicited his Cauſes, and received Wages [rom 
him ; and it being infifted on that all menial and nece(- 
ſary ſervantsare to be priviledged and inſtance given of 
a Precedent of the Baron of Walton's ſolicitor, and Zud- 
dleſton's ſolicitor, in the time of Queen E1i3aberkh : up- 
on the Queſtion, Finch was priviledged, and delivered 
according to the ſaid Precedents. 

During that Adjournment, a Suit was proſecuted in 
the Court of Wards againſt Nicholas Ports Eſq}, and Ergr- 
cis Wethered, Gent. Committees of a Ward which con- 
cerned Mr. Nicholas Davyes, ſervant to the then Speak- 
er as Aſſignee of the Ward. The Speaker by vertue of 
a fermer general Order of the Houſe, wrote a letter to 
Sir Cuthbert Pepper ſurveyor of the Court of Wards and 
Liveries, to make known to the Court, That rhe ſaid 
Devyes was one of his Clerks and neareft Servants, and 
the Priviledge now as warranable as in time of fitting ; 
& therefore prayed him & the Court to take notice of it. 

During another Adjournment in March following the

ire of Sir Edmund Ludlow, who was ſummoned to attend

In Mey, 1607. during an Adjournment, the Speaker 
diretted a Letter toithe Lord Precident and Council at 
York, to ſtay Proceedings in a Suit againſt Talbsr Bowes 
a Member of this Houle, 

Priviledge, as well before as after the Parliament. 

The great Queſtion is, Within what time this pri- 
viledge may be claimed before and afcer the fitting of 
the Parliament, It isclear, it hath been claimed and 
allowed for ſome time before, and afcer the fitting. 
One Precedent may lerve, becaule it is famous, and for 
the proceetings ia it mſtar omnium. 

i Facobi, The fuſt day of fitting, complaint was 
made, That Sir Thomas Shirley cholen a Member of the 
Houſe, was arrefted four days before the fitting of this 
Parliament ; a Warrant iflued to the Clerk of the 
Crown for 2 /7abeas corpus, to bring him to the Houſe 
being then priſoner in the Fleet; and the Serjeant and 
his Yeoman were ſent for in cuſtody, who being brought 
tothe Bar, and confeſſing tkeir fauit, were remitted for
